Doctor Janet Yorston of 
Toronto will be starting in 
her new position in Madoc 
on March Ist, 2003. 

Dr. Yorston was intro- 
duced to jubilant crowds 
during Madoc’s Santa Claus 
parade last Saturday evening. 
She spoke a few words at 
the Kiwanis Centre that night, 
saying that dozens had ap- 
proached her to personally 
thank her for choosing to 
work here. ‘Where else can

they have a doctor?” she 
asked, adding that by the time 
she was at the Kiwanis Cen- 
tre, she felt like she Was 
“talking to a group of old 
friends.” 

Dr. Yorston lives in To- 
ronto with her partner, Tony 
Long, a marketing and e- 
business consultant. They 
had planned on staying in the 
city for the next 6 or 7 years, 


and then moving into the 
home ‘they recently built 
north of Tweed, overlooking 
the Scootamatta River. Soon, 
though, they will be perma- 
nent residents instead of 
weekend visitors. 

Dr. Yorston studied at 
McMaster's, and also in 
Churchill and Thunder Bay. 
She has worked in Prince 
George, British Columbia, 
and in Ottawa. She and her 
partner have adult children 
who are scattered over 
North America, including in 
Costa Rica.

Hastings - A “fee for 
service” business proposal 
by the Hastings Chamber of 
Commerce for the interim 
management of the water- 
front marina will become 


part of the overall Trent Hills 


Webudget process. 
. George Low-Keen, Hast- 
gs Waterfront Develop- 
ment Committee (HWDC) 
marketing vice chair, pre- 
sented a four-year manage- 
ment plan to the Committee 
members Monday after- 
noon that included a $30,000 
“fee for service” request 
from the municipality and a 
projected surplus of $5800 
after its first season (2003) 
of operation. 

Mr. Low-Keen’s presen- 
tation followed up on a rec- 
ommendation made last 
month by the HWDC that 
the Chamber be asked to 
prepare a plan for manag- 
ing the facility during its ini- 
tial phases. The Committee 
is planning to have srfiall and 
large craft dockage in-the 


water for this summer's 
boating season. 

The proposal also called 
for a repayable marina loan 
of $7500 and Mr. Low-Keen 
made it clear that the marina 
and Chamber offices would 
be treated as “two separate 
cost centres” in the budget 
figures he tabled. 

“There will be cost sav- 
ings when the two offices 
are merged into the new 
marina building (when it is 
completed during the phased 
in construction process),” 
he added. 

In drafting the proposal, 
Mr. Low-Keen said he 
“leaned towards being more 
conservative” and projected 
income in 2003 from dock- 
age (there will be 33 slips 
available in the first year), 
pump-outs and boat launch- 
ing at $30,480 against ex- 
penses of $24,680. 

There would be a “port- 
able” marina building in place 
until the permanent structure 
is built. 

In his calculations, which

things like property taxes, 


- water and sewer charges and 


interest on capital. 

If this were a commercial 
operation, he added, the 
“profits would be very mar- 
ginal in the first three years” 
with a little better expecta- 
tions in the fourth. 

““We’re not in this business 
yet to make a lot of money,” 
Mr. Low-Keen said. 

“The greatest benefit is 
outside the marina itself,” 
added HWDC Chair Don 
Hopkins. 

“If we could break even 
and provide enough (monies) 
so that Waterfront Commit- 
tee, the Hydro fund and the 
Chamber gets its money 
back then we can put this 
back into the community,” 
said Mr. Low-Keen. 

“This is what we aim for.” 

The absence of budgeted 
water and sewer expenses in 
the proposal was something 
Trent Hills Mayor George 
McCleary thought should be 
re-visited. 

“(You) are not allowing 
expenses for that yet it’s the 
residents of Hastings that are 
keeping up the water and 
sewer plant,” the Mayor said. 

Mr. McCleary pointed out 
that other public facilities 
such as libraries and com- 


‘ munity centres place money 


in their operating budgets for 
water and sewer charges. 

“They pay bills towards 
that because it helps the resi- 
dents,” he said. 

“Tt may be something that 
should be looked at. I’m 
looking at in terms of what’s 
fair to keep the field level for 
everybody. When we deal 
with (the) budget wé look at 
water and sewer costs for a 
number of things. 

In “fairness” to Village 
residents, Mr. McCleary 
said it was something that 
should be given serious con- 
sideration. 

If a lot of boats dis- 
charged at the marina facil- 
ity there would be a “large 
impact,” he added. 

Committee member 
Glenn Robbins agreed but 
added that they should be 
looking for a fair seasonal 
rate that reflected the recrea- 
tional nature of the facility. 

“This is a recreational 


project,” said Mr. Robbins. 

Trent Hills has 20 differ- 
ent seasonal rates. 

Mr. Low-Keen said they 
were prepared to “revise” the 
figures to reflect water and 
sewer costs but that would 
be difficult unless they knew 
exactly what those figures 
would be. 

Planning Director Jim 
Peters also told Committee 
members that he had been 
approached by a private ma- 
rina operator who had ex- 
pressed interest in manage- 
ment of the facility, during 
the interim phase and longer. 

The HWDC, in its No- 


vember recommendation, 


said they were prepared to 
revisit the management of 
the facility after all the 


phases were completed. 

“I think Council will ask 
for comparative shopping to 
provide that service and 
that’s good business sense,” 
Mr. McCleary said. “If you 
could save $10,000 would 
you take it? I suppose so.” 

Bob Crate, vice chair of 
corporate donations for the 
HWDC, didn’t think a pri- 
vate operator would be “in- 
terested in the first year. 

“There really won't be 
enough dockage to make it 
a profitable enterprise for 
anybody other than the 
Chamber, Mr. Crate added. 

Council will review the 
Chamber’s marina plan as 
part of its overall budget 
process before a decision is 
made.

occurs in a natural setting, over 
which humans have very little 
control. This concept is easily 
ignored by snowmobilers, most 
of whom hail from places where 
people exercise considerable 
control over nature. Our 
civilization has gone a long way 
to managing, accommodating or 
protecting itself from such 
natural phenomena as water 
flow, tree growth, terrain 
challenges, erosion, wind, rain, 
lightning and seasonal 
variations. But civilization tends 
to peter out past the edge of 
settlement, meaning that most of 
the land mass is subject to very 
little direct human contact. And 
it's in those remote locales and 
back country areas that 
snowmobiling occurs - so why 
would any of us expect to have 
the same protections and 
controls in place way out there 
as we do at home?

sign is both reminder and 
waming for snowmobilers about 
the risks inherent in any outdoor 
natural setting, where trees may 
be down, branches overgrown, 
or where rocks, roots, stumps 
and washouts may offer hazard 
to the unwary or the careless. 
The sign is a heads up about the 
unpredictability of weather, 
snow, ice, temperature or the 
movement of animals. Just like 
any other adventurer, a 
snowmobiler ventures forth at 
the mercy of Mother Nature.

Neither the fact that snowmobile 
clubs try to keep this pathway 
open, nor that you may. choose 
to use it, means that anyone 
should expect it to resemble a 
maintained and engineered 
public roadway. This “civilized” 
standard is simply impossible to 
achieve in a natural setting 
without massive resources, 
engineered planning and design, 
state of the art construction and 
an ongoing public works 
maintenance program. What 
local snowmobile club or its 
volunteers could do so? 

None that | know, and what 
snowmobiler would really want 
trails that way? After all, it's the 
natural surroundings and the 
off-road experience that make 
snowmobiling so special.

The following is the On- 
tario Snowmobile Safety 
Committee recommenda- 
tions for traveling on new 
clear hard ice: 


* 3” or 7cm or less” - 
stay off! 

4” or 10 cm — ice fish- 
ing, walking, cross,gounty 
skiing 

5" or 12 cm - one 
vehicle, snowmobile or all 
terrain vehicle 

8-12" or 20-30 cm — 
one vehicle, car or small pick 
up truck 


one vehicle, medium truck 


Remember that no ice is 
without some risk, so be 
sure to measure clear hard 
ice in several places. Also the 
type of ice should be evalu- 
ated beforeice travel. Clear, 
hard, new ice is the only ice 
recommended for travel.
